How Fishes Swim 
Not So Simple 


Remember those “three itty 
_ fishies in an itty bitty pooi,” 
those “three itty fishies and 
mama fishie too,” how they 
“cwam and swam aij over the 
dam’? : : 

Well, how? ee 


Everybody, for centuries, has 
just assumed that to swim, [fish 
need to swish their tails and use 
their fins. But for centuries 


everybody, apparently, has been 


wrong. The fact is, fish suddenly 


bereft of both tail and fins still 


, swim almost as well as normal 
fish. 

Only recently have physicai 
scientists realized that there was 
more to fish-swimming than tails 
and fins: For some time now 
scientists out at the California 
Institute of Technology have 
been given the matter serious 
thought. 

Mechanical engineers first be- 
came suspicious when they noted 
that fish and sea mammals move 
incredibly fast in relation to the 
muscle power they can muster 
for swimming, writes John C. 
Waugh in the Christian Science 
Monitor. : 

The “mama” salmon, swini- 
mming up the Colpmbia River 
against rapids and waterfall in 
her frantic, single-minded rush 
to get “home’) for the egg laying, 
couldn't ‘possibly make the jour- 
ney on just the food she ate and 
the fat she lost en route if the 
energy were expended as waste- 
fully as has been assumed. 

Out of the investigations there 
at Caltech a new concept of 
fish propulsion is emerging. 

According to this theory, fins 
don't propel a fish at all; they 
only serve to control and sta- 
bilize side. and vertical motion, 
much as ailerons control and sta- 

. bilize airplanes in flight. 

x Wiggles, gentle or quick un- 
dulations of the body, constitute 
the principal needs of piscatory 
propulsion. 

Dr. T. Yao-tsu. Wu, associate 
professor of applied mechanics st 
Caltech, developed the concepi. 
He says the wiggling motion 
produces a pressure difference 
across the two sides of the fis!

I’m a re- 
porter, and...” 

Wong Ping-wong, veteran: re- 
porter for the Wa Kiu Daily, is 
on the job. One day it might be 
a group of students from Indo- 
nesia, returning to their homes 
for the holidays after a. college 
year spent in Peking. Another 
day it might be colorful General 
Morris (“two-gun”) Cohen, 
sometime Canadian bodyguard to 
Sun Yat-sen, who seems to have 
friends both on the Communist 
mainland and on Nationalist- 
ruled: Formosa. Or it might be 
a-local businessman, returning 
to Hong Kong from a Commun- 
ist-sponsored visit to see how 
much progress the fatherland 
has made under Mao Tse-tung’s 
“people’s democratic dictator- 
ship.” 

The Kowloon-Canton Railway 
is today the main route by 
which travelers, distinguished 
and undistinguished, enter and 
leave Communist China. All but 
the most VIP of VIPs must take 
the single-track railroad from 
Kowloon to Lowu, on the Bri- 
tish side of the creek that 
divides the Crown colony from 
Communist territory. Here, after 
completing customs formalities, 
the traveler must walk 300 yards 


the Communist sentry house with 
its five-starred Red flag, and go 
through Chinese immigration 
and customs procedures before 
boarding the Canton bound 
train. 

The same process must be re- 
peated in reverse when the visit- 
or is coming out. Thus, an alert 
reporter stationed at the Kow- 
loon railway terminus can catch 
almost all people officially en- 
titled to travel in and out of 
Communist China. 

I accompanied Mr. Wong to 
the railway station one day, and 
as we stood waiting for the train 
to pull in he told me something 
about his job and about his own 
adventurous career. 

“The most important trains 
these days,” he said, “are the 2:02 
and the 3:23 p.m., because most 
people seem to want to reach 
Hong Kong in time to get settled 
before dusk.” “ 

“T don't cover every train,” 
Mr. Wong went on — “1 write 
an aviation column for my paper

The natural ‘intelligence of 
canines has been developed to 
such a high degree that at least 
one member of practically every 
breed has achieved an accom- 
plishment which is not indigen- 
ous to its breed, and is some- 
times a specialty of another 
breed. eee 

For example, Dalmatians are 
considered a nonsporting breed 
but have been used. for finding 
and pointing upland game birds; 
dachshunds are classified in the 
hound group but have been suc- 
cessfully trained to-. retrieve 
waterfowl; and mongrels have 
been put to work ‘trailing lost 
persons: I have heard it. fre- 
quently said that trail hounds 
have little aptitude for intensive 
training, but it is my opinion 
that much depends on the in- 
dividual dog. 

All dogs possess, “in at least 
some small degree, the pointing 
instinct. In the pointing bird dog 
breeds this has been encouraged, 
nourished, and developed for 
such a long time that it has be-" 
come a dominant characteristic.

‘This age-old instinct, fleeting 
though the action was original- 
ly, has been. developed through 
many years of encouragement 
and training to such an_extent 
that a pointing dog is now ex- 
pected to remain motionless and 
rigid upon scenting game, until 
the hunter arrives to flush it.

John wrote, “that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son’ of God; and that believing 
ye might have life through his 
name.”

Long before I came to the Mid. 
dle East<the City of Aleppo ex- 
pressed to me a sense of mystery 
and romance. Its very name. 
rolled on the tongue, connoted 
the soft red leather ahd aroma 
of spices for which Aleppo’s 
miles of covered markets are 

Now that I have learned the 
city somewhat, its fascination re- 
mains. To me it seems more pure-: 
ly Arab and Eastern than either 


Damascus or Cairo, and certainty 7. 


Aleppo is far more attractive 
than mud-built Baghdad, capital 
of Traq. 

For one thing, Aleppo is off 
the beaten track. It takes a major 
effort to reach it. From Damas- 
cus, straight north, it is an all- 
day drive through the plains of 
Syria, pausing long enough to 
stand in wonder before the giant 
water wheels of Hama, ‘lifting 
water with a majestic rush of 
sound from river to high aque- 


Shortly before dusk, with the 
mountains of southern Turkey in 
plain view to the north, Aleppo 
spreads gray-white before the 
eye in a. shallow bowl of land, 
dominated, as for centuries past, 
by the towering Citadel in the 
center of the city. 


Having driven so far north, the 
weather is cold. When we left 


Beirut just before Thanksgiving, . 


the weather was almost warm 
enough for swimming. In Aleppo 
the Arabs walked about muffled, 
and in the souk Shepherds from 
the desert haggled over heavy 


side-out, to protect them from 
the icy blasts that sweep across 
the north Syrian plains. 

Aleppo is cold in another way, 
for its people tend to be suspi- 
cious of foreigners. For many 
miles around the city is sur- 


rounded by “beehive” villages, ” 


whose mud houses spiral upward 
in tall, conical shapes, wondrous- 
ly harmonious, rising from the 


Yet each time I asked to re- 
cord these villages on color film, 
the answer was no. Smiles faded 
and hostility appeared at sight 
of my camera. For years I have 
photographed throughout the 
‘Middle East and am well aware 
of the ordinary taboos, I wished 
merely to record a sense of archi- 
tectural beauty and simplicity 
unusual in the West. 


But in vain, as also in the dim, 
covered souks of Aleppo. We en- 
tered a caravanserai, above 
whose cobblestoned square ani- 
mal skins dyed bright red hung 
to dry on ancient latticework be- 
neath a cloudless blue sky. What 
a picture! But I could not take 
it. Courteous faces of workers in 
the khah darkened at the sug- 
gestion. 

Offictaldom in Aleppo §is 
scarcely more reassuring. A jour- 
nalist colleague of mine, who 
writes for one of the most re- 
sponsible papers in Britain, was 
expelled from Aleppo a few 
weeks ago for reasons, undis- 
closed. 

This did not happen to me, but, 
as a journalist, I was required by 
the Aleppo security police to fur- 
nish, not only full particulars of 
myself, but the first names of 
my mother and father, and first 
names of my wife’s mother and 
father, Not maiden names of. the 
mothers’ concerned: just first 
names. If there is system and 
method in this, it eludes me,

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agree that Isfahan is perhaps the 
most beautiful single. place of 
human habitation I have-seen. 

But‘it might be said with 
equal meaning: “Whoso would 
understand Syria, must know Al- 
eppo.” In that knowing, the trav- 
eler becomes aware of the vast- 
ness of the Syrian plains, and 
glimpses what is means,to the 
farmers of northern Syria when 
rain. fails to fall in sufficient 
quantity on those dusty lands, 
as it has failed to fall for the 
past three years. 

The traveler sees also in Alep 
po’s covered markets perhaps the 
Middle East’s most variegated, 


\, complex, and marvelous souks, 


\in which he may wander a full 
day, as we did, without seeing 
another Westerner. And the trav- 
eler learns also why the’ citizens 
of Aleppo — rugged, shrewd, in- 
sular, suspicious — traditionally 
have been tough nuts for Syrian 
governments in Damascus to 
crack.

How do you feel about neigh- 
bours dropping in unexpected- 
ly? Do you take it as a friendly 


gesture or as interferences? And . 


what is your attitude towards 
newcomers? If strangers move 
into your district are you con- 
cerned about their comings and 
goings — and let them know it? 
I am asking these questions be- 
cause of a letter that appeared 
in a Toronto paper just recently 
that illustrates so vividly similar 
situations that I have -come 
acros¥ by living in different dis- 


_tricts, some by personal experi- 
ence, others by observation. It 


concerns people who move to the 
country.to “get away from it 
all” only to find themselves more 
involved ‘with others than they 
ever were before. It all. arises 
from a misconception of country 
living. “I am going to quote parts 
of the letter because I know it 
will be of interest to urban and 
rural folk alike. Here is the 
letter — in part. 


“JT am a retired single woman, 


in good health with a pension 


that gives me enough to live on. 
I bought a house and garden on 
the outskirts of a village — a 
dream come true. I love to gar- 
den and with my cat and dog 
for company it should be an 
ideal existence. But my neigh- 


. bours make it-impossible. Every- 


one knows everyone else’s busi- 
ness. I like to keep my business 
to myself. I don’t wish to be 
pried and spied upon. One morn- 
ing I did not open my drapes as 
usual. At noon a neighbour came 
over to see,if I was all right. 
Said she was worried because 
my curtains were drawn but I 
know it was just an excuse to 
come to the door, hoping to be 
invited in so she could see the 
inside of my house. How can I 
keep my neighbours at a dis- 
tance? I don’t want to quarrel 
but I don’t want them spying on 
me or interefering with my life.” 
“Miss S. H.” . 

Well . . . what do you know! 
How would you like her for a 
neighbour?; 

It so happens we have met 
that type, ho doubt you have tov, 
but thank goodness, they are few 
and far between, Can't you just 
imagine the set-up... a friend- 
ly little village , and, as the 
letterwriter “every body 
knowing everyone ‘bus- 
iness’. And pray, what's wrong 
with that? Have normal folk 
so muth to hide they need 
resent neighbourly interest? Of 
course they haven't but that’s 
somcthine city folk have “to 
Friends: living in a city 
apartment oF “a rented house 
have ofteh t6ld-sme they have 
never 80 much fae spoken to the 
people next door. Obviously that 
also applies to “Miss S’ HA” 
Then. without knowing anything 
about country living conditions 
she moves to a small village. 
The lady-editor, in reply to her 
letter, told “Miss $8. H.” she 
should be glad of neighbour's 
interest; that she was taking the 
wrong attitude; that sometime, 
in the case of illness or accident, 
she might appreciate their inter 
est. How true.

Although our acquaintance was 
so recent we felt as if we had 
lost new-found friends. 


Of course there is another-type 
of interest — neighbours who 
watch to see what goes into the 
house up the street from deliv- 
ery vans. Even that I. don’t 
classify as snooping. If you like 
your neighbour you take an in- 
terest in his or her belongings. 
If a new washing machine goes 
to Mrs. B. you are glad... You 
knew she had been having trou- 
ble with her old one. In the 
case of a car, interest runs sky- 
high. Every one wants to know 
the make and the model. All 
such acquisitions eventually be- 
come topics of neighbourly dis- 
cussion. Even of greater concern 
is the doctor’s car. If a doctor is 
seen going into a neighbour's 
driveway it isn’t long before 
there are inquiries as to who is 
sick — and of course, an offer 
to help. 

Maybe I am wrong but I feel 
the only kind of “interest” that 
should be resented is when a 
person deliberately keeps tab on 
a neighbour for the purpose of 
spreading — ill - natured gossip. 
That is unforgivable. Or when 
a neighbour comes too often and 
stays too long. That, too, is an 
infringement on one’s privacy. 
There is a happy medium that 
can be determined by all parties 
concerned. A little tact, a bit 
more give and take, an accept- 
ance of the true meaning of 
neighbourliness should make for 
better relationship ali round.

Has 600 Wives 
~- And Wants More! 


A ruler who has a harem: of 
600 wives is so happy with his.. 
lot that he is willing to accept 
still more brides, provided they 
are young and pretty. ‘ 

This modern Solomon is the 
Fon of Bikom, in the British 
Cameroons, who, although age- 
ing is so popular with his wives 
that they were recently up in 
arms when the United Nations 
sought to restrict the size of the 
black monarch’s harem. 


Revolt in the harem took the 
form of a petition, stained by 
the thumbmarks of 200 of the 
Fon’s principal wives, in wnich 
they described the U.N. Trustee- 
ship Council as a pack of inter- 
fering busybodies. 

“Why do you want to interfere 
with such marital bliss as we 
enjoy?” they demanded. “We 
protest most strongly about the 
false news being spread around 
about our husband, He is a good 
man and faithful to all of us. 
We don’t grudge sharing him 
among ourselves and we live 
very happily with him accord- 
ing to our native laws and cus- 
toms.” 

Faced with this unexpected 
opposition from the Fon's wives, 
the United Nations decided they 
might be wrong to regard the 
matter from a purely Western 
standpoint. Instead of improving 
conditions, they foresaw that any 
interference in the tribal cus~- 
toms of the Bikoms could only 
result in discord, if not open 
rebellion, against: the trusteeship 
authorities. . 

So the matter stands, except 
for the fact that recruits for the 
Fon’s harem are being actively 
sought-in order to keep the har- 
em up to strength. 

Girls considered eligible for 
entry into the harem are usu- 
ally picked by headmen of the 
Fon’s entourage who scour the: 
territory, selecting a girl here 
and another there. In theory, a 
father’s consent must be obtain- 
ed before the girl is taken off, 
but in practice parents hesitate 
about opposing the decision of 
the ruler’s henchmen. 


Tribal custom permits the Fon 
to claim as wives the first-born 
daughters and all female twins 
within the tribe. 

Another method employed by~™ 
the harem’s recruiting agents is 
to scour around the mud-hut vil- 
ages, making a mark on certain 
houses to inform the occupants 
that an unsullied daughter of 
the family must be delivered to 
the palace before daybreak next 
morning, 

At dawn, the father turns up 
with the chosen virgin. If the 
parent is reluctant to part with 
his offspring, he can lodge an 
appeal. This is studied by the 
king’s fetish priests and if they 
ugree to the father’s plea the 
girl is allowed to return .home 
against a payment in money or 
‘goods by the family. 

Very often payment takes the 
form of delivery of two or more 
cows which are the usual “cur- 
rency,” employed througnout 
Africa in computing what is 
known. as the “bride price.” Un- 
der the terms of the unwritten 
“bride price” laws of African 
tribes, the cost of a marriage- 
able girl used to be two cows;

On stage in the studio, am ir- 
resistible force — the piercing 
voice of Ethel Merman — was 
colliding with a seemingly im- 
movable object — an unwieldy 
George Gershwin tune, “Let ‘em 
Eat Cake.” Engulfed in a sea of 
dancer's, Miss Merman groped 
with -the lyrics while cameras 
‘Sand chorus swirled around her. 


Suddenly she stopped singing, - 


her pie face contrite. “I don’t 
‘know the lyrics — I’m sorry,” 
she bellowed as she adjusted a 
$40 beige .cowboy hat. perched 
insolently on ber poufy hair. A 
ecue-card man scurried in front 
of her, The Merm repeated the 
words, and then confidently an- 
nounced: “OK, OK, let's go.’ 
“OK, OK,” echoed director 
Norman Campbell from the con- 
trol booth. “Lots of energy, kids,

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Catching Big Ones 
In Southern Waters 
‘The most outstanding fishing 
grounds off the eastern coast of 


Florida are without question the 
slow-moving waters of the fa- 


mous Gulf Stream. This is really, 


the main thoroughfare of the 
denizens of the deep. Along the 
edges of this stream, sailfish, 
dolphin, wahoo, kingfish, and 
other great game fish dre found. 

Sailfish are usually found from 


. ~wemannns the Florida Keys to Juniper In- 


let in fairly good numbers dur- 


»-ing “the winter months. Their 


range of travel depends a great 
deal upon the water temperature 
and food\supply. They usually 
swim along the edge of the Gulf 
Stream, but on numerous occa- 
sions they are found. in the green 
inshore waters feeding upon 
balao,- mullet, and other small 
fishes. There are various fish- 
ing centers along Florida's east 
coast where boats and experi- 
enced sailfish skippers are avail- 
able for such offshore fishing. 


‘Four of the most prominent - 


ports are Miami, Fort Lauder- 
dale, Palfn Beach, and Stuart. 
The offshore waters offer 
numerous species of fish that 
will strike a moving spoon, fea- 
ther jig, or a strip of cut bait. 
Various species of mackerel, such 
as the Spanish cero, king, 
and the wahoo (occasionally) 
referred to as thé. queen mack- 
erel, are ready customers for an 
angler’s bait when larger fish 
are not plentiful. The king mack- 
erel, more commonly known as 
kingfish in southern waters, is 
one of the sportiest to take with 
salt-water spinning gear.

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Pro Football 
Doesn’t Always Pay 


Against a bright backdrop of 
red ink, the Houston Oilers, 
champions of the Eastern Divi- 
sion, met the Los Angeles 
Chargers, Western Division 
champions, in the American 
Football League's first title game 
New Year’s Day. For the mil- 
lionaires who invested in the 
new league (among them: Oil- 
man H:L. Hunt's son, Lamar, of 
Dallas, and hotel man Conrad 
Hilton’s son, -Barron, of Los 
Angeles), the championship game 
confpletes a dismal ,introduction 
to professional football. - 

Losses in the AFL, ranging 
from a high near $900,000 in Los 
Angeles toa low near $50,000 in 
Denver, exceeded expectations. 
Crowds, ranging from a low of 
4,771 in Oakland to a high of 
27,132 in Boston, fell far short 
of expectations. Players popped 
up and disappeared with awe- 
some rapidity. During the year, 
the Bdston Patriots listed a total 
of 239 different players on their 
roster. (Two Syracuse  All- 
Americans—Ger Schwedes and 


* Bob Yates—who had signed two- 


year contracts, failed to make 
the team and may serve out their 
contracts as office helpers.) * 

Would the AFL survive? De- 
spite ifs heavy financial losses 
(a total of more than $3 million 
in eight member cities), the 
league seems certain to continue. 
The reasons: A $1.3 million tele- 
vision contract, a chance to get 
into the black by 1962, and the 
wealth of its backers. “Hunt lost 
between $400,000 and $500,000 
here,” one Dallas sportswriter 
“~getd. “At that rate, he can only 
afford to lose for the next 100 
years.” 


Even In Chess 
They Play Tricks! 


Gamesmanship in chess is an 
art as subtle and complex as the 
sport itself. To steel himself 
against chain - smoking oppo- 
nents, Mikhail Botvinnik, Rus- 
*sla’s ex-world champion, prac- 
tices with his trainer blowing 
smoke in his eyes. During a 
match, Mikhail Tal, the current 
champion, often stares at an Op- 
ponent with curious—and dis- 
‘eoncerting — intensity. . Bobby 
Fischer, the 17-year-old U.S. 
titlist, has his own ploy. In a 
five-minute game against, Tal 
recently, he knocked pieces over 
on the board and made Tal con- 
sume time picking them up. 

As the U.S. championshif* be- 
gan last month in New York, 
and Fischer, the favorite, took 
the lead, players were on the 
alert for gamesmanship. Somme 
unusual gambits in, recent U.S. 
tournaments: 

The Kick: One former US. 
champion mastered under-the- 
table footwork. Each time his 
opponent concentrated, he kick- 
ed him in the shins. 

The Lie: When a game was 
adjourned, a shrewd player 
phoned his opponent and told 
him that he*tvas resigning. But 
he didn’t téll the tournament 
director. Then he showed up for 
the adjourned game and, when 
his opponent, assuming the game 
over, failed to appéar, he claim- 
ed a forfeit victory. 

The Slam: When one chess 
grandmaster had an opponent 
under pressure, he knocked the 
official clock (which limits each 
player to two and a half hours 
for his first 40 moves) off the 
table.. It ruined the opponent. 
He didn’t know whether to pick 
up the clock—and lost time—or 
shout for the referee—and lose 
time. 

“In tournament chess,” said 
Robert Byrne, a teacher of phi- 
losophy at Indiana University 
and a competitor in the U.S. 
championship, “I follow one 
rule: Don’t trust anyone.” 


Eighth Wonder 
Of The World ? 


With high-powered: rock drills 
teams of French and Italian en- 
gineers are blasting a seven-mile- 
long road tunnel through that 
snow-capped giant, Mont Blane. 

When completed in 1963, this 
tunnel will prove an immense 
boon for motorists, shortening 
the overland route from Paris to 
Rome by 200 miles, and could be 
the eiphth wonder of ahe world. 

So far the French, working

Almost Destroyed. 


Late in August, 1883, Samuel 


L. Clemens — more accurately - 


Mark Twain, since that was his~* 


nom de plume—wrote the last 
page of Adventures of Huckle- 
berry Finn. He was on a farm 


near Elmira, New York, where - | 
| 


he worked in a one-room house - 
built as his study nine years be- 
fore. Photographs show a room 
cluttered. with a sofa, assorted 
chairs, and the two little antique 
statues which stood on the fire- 


place mantel. There he sat writ- - 


ing on a small round table heap-. 
ed with books and papers. 

These photographs and others, 
and friends’ descriptions, picture 
a presence which was impressive 
even in that era of majestically 
bearded authors. . He was 
slightly above average height, 
but his thin. figure and small 
delicate hands and feet made a 
few who saw him briefly con- 
sider him small. His arresting 
head, however, was dispropor- 
jtionately large, or perhaps its 
features gave that impression— 
the great cockatoo swirl of dense 
gray hair, the high forehead, the 
feathery eye-brows, the long. 
aquiline nose, and the big droop- 
ing moustache. Many have men- 
tioned the piercing quality of his 
eyes, which glinted sternly or 
quizzically from beneath lower- 
ed lids. His dress for the time 
was dazzling; though other 
American men wore dark suits 
the year round, in summer ‘he 
wore suits of spotless. white. 

As he finished each page his 
habit was to drop it to the floor 
to join others written that day. 
Late in the afternoon he gather- 
ed and ‘stacked the pages, prob- 
ably counted them (since he was 
always interested in the day’s 
output), and carried them over 
to the farmhouse where. ‘his wife 
ape daughters awaited his ar- 

val, 

On the last pase of the novel 
Huck in his role of narrator ex- 
pressed vast relief upon finish- 
ing his story. His creator must 
have shared this sentiment as he 
did many others of this charac- 
ter, for he had composed the 
novel haltingly and slowly. He 
had started it rather more than 
seven years before, had written 
about four hundred pages, and 
had wavered between burning 
\and pigeon-holing them, Luck- 
ity he had put them aside. On 
returning to them now and then 
he had found that he could add 
pages. Finally that summer in a 
great spurt of creation he had 
completed the manuscript. 

There is no evidence that he 
felt that the moment was an 
unusually important one. In re- 
trospect, however, it is possible 
to see that it was a climax in

Her name is Atalanta and she 


once decorated the prow of a 


nineteenth-century sailing ship. 
A golden-haired beauty, she is 


dressed in a gown that has slip- 


ped from her right shoulder to 
reveal her bosom. 

Atalanta’s story begins in 1866 
when a sailor on watch in an 
Italian frigate spotted what he 
thought was a human body float- 
ing in the Adriatic: The body 
was pulled aboard and was. 
found to “be a wooden figure- - 
head. The name Atalanta was 
carved on the wooden pedestal. 

On the journey ba¢k to Italy, 
cailors of the frigate'spent hours 
gazing at Atalanta’s provocative 


beauty. She was so alluring that © 


the men quarrelled over her and 
one was knifed. 

The captain locked Atalanta 
out of sight and, back in Genoa, . 
gave the figure to the naval 
museum to exhibit with thirty 
other ship figureheads. As most 
of these were of muscular, war- 
like women armed with tridents 
and wearing helmets, Atalanta 
was easily the most feminine and 
attractive figure in the museum, 


In 1924, a museum cleaner- 
guard named Madrigo became 
infatuated with Atalanta. He 
spent hours gazing at her and 
dusting her. His infatuation be- 
came the talk of La Spezia. 
People began to say that he was 
mad, : 

The museum curator advised 
him to ignore Atalanta and gave 
him other duties in the museum, 
but always Madrigo returned, 
fascinated by the figure. 

Then one night after leaving 
the museum he went down to the 
waterfront, Next morning his 
body was found floating in the 
harbour, 

His action was dismissed as an 
unfortunate incident, and nine- 
teen years passed before Atalan- 
ta caused further notoriety. 

In 1943 the Germans control- 
led the La Spezia naval base. 
One of the officers stationed 
there was a Lieutenant Eric 
Kurz of the submarine service. 


He frequently called at the 
museum to see Atalanta. After 
a month he told the curator that 
he wanted the figure and would 
send a truck for it. The Germans 
were in control and the curator 
could not refuse the request. 

For several weeks after that it 
was noticed that Kurz was silent 
and moody; he stopped inviting 
friends to his quarters, 

On October 13th, 1944, Kurz 
failed to report for duty. Soon 
afterwards he was found at the 
foot of the statue, a revolver 
clutched in his hand and a bullet 
hole in his head. 

Pinned on Atalanta’s body was 
a farewell note: “Since no wo- 
man can: give me the life of 
dreams that you have given me, 
Atalanta, I offer my life to you. 
Eric Kurz.” 

For some time after the war 
Atalanta was kept in a store- 
room, then she was put on view 
again. Despite constant letters of 
protest she remains there.

When Power Fails: 


Upon arising in the gray ‘light 
of a certain a.m., 1 discovered 
upon moving out of the bedroom 
that a brisk chill pervaded the 
upper hallway and struck to the 
marrow. Investigation in the kit- 
chen showed that the electric 
¢lock had stopped at 1.30. The 
automatic facilities in the base- 
ment, manufacturing warmth as 
advertised, seemed to be still for 
the nonce, and when I picked up 
the telephone hoping to inform 
our utility man of a hiatus, I 
heard only a loud and prolonged 
silence. 


The power had failed, and it is 
pretty much the one thing that 
can happen out here which leaves 
us helpless. Later on I learned 
that A couple of young blades, 
cavorting in their automobile, 
had mischanced in the direction 
of a pole, and had brought down 
in a tangle the expensive capital- 
ization of the power and com- 
munication industry. Even as I 
stood -in the kitchen and shook, 
the repairmen were assembling— 
‘but I didn't know that. 


Now we don’t put all our eggs 


in one basket, and we can make 


out if a thing like this happens. 
I still have a way to get water 
in a pail, and I still have ways to 
heat the house. The living-room 
fireplace and wood-burning kit- 
chen range are available, and I 
jJeft a thimble so I can move a 
cast-iron stove in from the shed 
if needed. I also maintain a wood- 
pile in the shed. 


The woodpile isn’t as- big as 
it was back along, naturally. I 
used to spend a good bit of time 
in the woods in winter, with a 
one-man crosscut saw, and con- 
trived ‘to keep at least four or 
five cords of wood ahead of cur- 
rent needs.

burning. The better citizens kept 
ahead of the fuel requirements, 
and there was no reason to be 
mum about it. A woodpile, to us, 
is a beautiful thing. Or was, back 
when wood was needed. 


Nowadays I don't cut so much. 


' But I do like to get up in the 


woods for the woods’ sake, and 
putter around for what that is 
worth. Instead of whaling into 
an ancient beech that will run to 
maybe two cords of wood, be- 
cause I need the wood, I select 
smaller trees in a thinning pro- 
gram, and sometimes just clean 
up down limbs. I take my lunch, 
as 1 used to, and eat by the 


‘spring with the dog waiting his 


turn, but some days all I do is 
lop branches off pines and brush 
‘out places. There is no longer a 
necessity, except to keep some 
wood on hand for the ornamen- 
tal purposes of the friendly fire- 
place hearth, and to be ready if 
the power fails. By the time I've 
got a cord or two piled up, win- 
ter is gone. 

Along in March, sometimes 
later, I tractor the wood to the 
house.

* big circular-saw in the tractor, 
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and we cut the sticks into stove 
and fireplace length. Some of it 
I split, some I don’t. This year 
the job idled along until late— 
I had some in the shed but more 
outside, and it wasn’t until the 
day after Thanksgiving I tossed 
in the last stick and fastened the 
window. I had several bigger 
pieces, yellow birch, that I left 
easy to get, thinking those would 
make our Christmas fireplace 
blaze. 

All during this year-long ef- 
fort, it pleases me to remember 
that I once had to do this in all 
seriousness. By Thanksgiving, 
we had already burned more 
wood than I had, this year, put 
in. Now, it’s exercise, and fun, 
and an expression of doubt to- 
ward the electric people. 

But this particular morning, 
with the clock stopped at 1:30, 
and the thermometer on the 
porch showing a reluctant tive 
degrees, the idea of a woodshed 
full of wood appealed to me. I 
pulled on some boots and went 
to work. 


First, I laid up « wonderful 
blaze in the fireplace. I pulled 
the wire screen far back, tossed 
some “kero-dust” in, and racked 
up an armful of kindling. Kero- 
dust, incidentally, is a modern 
woodsman's trick—you take & 
bottle of sawdust and pour some 
kerosene into it. Screw on the 
cover, and save for starting fires. 
A spoonful of kero-dust will 
touch off even green wood if 
you lay the fire right. Then I 
put on some whopping great 
logs, and struck a match. 

Next, I opened the dampers on 
the kitchen range, which sits 
teamed up with our bottled-gas 
stove, and loaded it. The gas 
stove, of course, will work even 
when power is off, but it won't 
heat a house. I was after heat. 
So I got that going, and present- 
ly it was jumping up and down. 
In the living room the fireplace 
was rattling away. 

It made me feel good. The 
effort was paying off. They can’t 
stop me! Except that, just as the 
house got warm again, the crew 
repaired the wires, and the fur- 
nace down cellar came On 4s 
advertised.—By John Gould in

Q. How can I remove some 
bluing stains from white mate- 
rial?

A “realistic” price mi | ng 
necessarily mean the highe 
price, farmers have learned, be- 
cause prices pegged too high may 
encourage farmers to produce 
too much, or force buyers to 
seck substitutes, it was pointed 
out by Harold Hartley, Assistant 
Commodity Director. Either de- 
velopment causes farmers to lose 
markets. Nor‘ is price the only 
consideration involved in bar- 
gaining. Contracts usually set 
standards of quality, too, which 
are of direct benefit to consum- 
ers. * « * 


“Increasingly,” said Dr. Hood, 
“large-scale buyers contract for 
volume with minute specifica- 
tions. They contract with indi- 
vidual farmers, organizations, 
and cooperatives; and they speci- 
fy certain breeds, and certain 
production and marketing prac- 
tices. Buyers are reaching back 
into the area of production not 
only with a package of know- 
how but actually, in some cases, 
has happened in the broiler in- 
dustry, an outstanding example 
of vertical integration. 

“lt takes a lot of farmers 
working in unison to take advan- 
tage of this kind of market.” 
And the Farm Bureau believes 
that the voice speaking for “far- 
mers working in unison” should 
be a voice from the farmers’ 
own organizations, not from 
labor unions which in some cases 
doing some of the financing. as 
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have undertaken to try to repre- 
sent farmers. 
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Fruits and vegetables for pro- 
cessing are practically all pro- 
duced on contract, Dr. Hood 
pointed out, and in the case of 
vegetables, some contracts are 
drawn up before planting. 
Among other commodities tradi- 


. tionally sold on contract are 
milk, certified seed, hatching 
- €ges. * @ ° 


AAMA will at first give special 
emphasis to three. “target” com- 
modities: apples, asparagus, and 
tomatoes. The program includes 
“organizing growers in such @ 
way that their associations con- 
trol enough tonnage of each com- 
modity to be effective in their 
bargaining activities,” Mr. Tyler 
explained at Denver. 

This would, of course, require 
participation of a high percent- 
age of producers in a given com- 
modity. 

A heavy measure of responsi- 
bility accompanies such control, 
Mr. Tyler stressed when address- 
ing American Farm Bureau dele- 
gates at Denver.

When a bus company recently 
allowed smoking on the lower 
deck, it was stated that cn one 
ectasion a riot ensued when the 
conductor ordered a lower deck 
amoker to put out his cigarette. 
But smoking has caused more 
exciting incidents than that — 
it once saved a ruler from losing 
his throne. 

It occurred in Prussia in the 
year 1848, when smoking in the 
street was forbidden on pain of a 
fine and imprisonment for a sec- 
ond offence. For a third offence 
the culprit might find himself in 

' prison for five years, 


Prussian workmen decided to 
stage a revolt in defence of their . 


right to smoke in public. A vast 
crowd gathered outside the royal 
palace and shouted “Liberty to 
smoke in the streets!” 


Officials. wanted to cal] out 
the troops, but young Prince 


Lichnovsky realized that a mas-_ | 


sacre might develop. He ordered 
a footman to drag a table on to 
the balcony overlooking the 
eourtyard where the’ mob was 
shouting. SOL His 
Jumping on -the table, the 
prince motioned for silence. Then 
he shouted: “Your liberty has 
been granted.” And then lit a 
cigar. Smoking as hard as they 
could, the mob dispersed to their 
homes.

Improving Fishing 
A Costly( Business 


Wisconsin is a state where 


. fishing is looked upon @s a final 
bastion of individuality. 


A man may spend all—week 
punching a button or pushing & 
pencil. But on the weekend “he 
wan return to the’ frontier way 
of life — fishing through the ice 
as the Indians did in the winter. 
In the summer, he can prove 


he is somewhat smarter than a’ 


smallmouth bass in any of sey- 
eral thousand Wisconsin lakes. 


No real fisherman will admit 
that it is slightly absurd to spend 
hundreds of dollars on equip- 
ment — rods, reels, boats, and 
the rest — in order to take home 
a few fish. After all, he can 
point out, the fish themselves 
are free, no matter how much it 


. Inay cost to make their acquain- 


tance. 

But now it develops that even 
this belief is illusory. A recent 
bgneet 
c that some of the - fish 
which Wisconsin anglers pull in- 
to their boats have cpst the tax- 
payers as much as $180 a pound. 


Gov. Gaylord A. Nelson’s com- 
ment, though short, sums up the 
reaction of nonfishing Wiscon- 
sinites to this disclosure. When 


he was told by the state Con-— 


servation Department that it 

costs Wisconsin 95 cents a pound 

for trout and from $20 to $180 a 

pound for muskellunge used in 

stocking the lakes, he declared: 
“Wow.” 


In a state where more than 
1,000,000 fishing licenses are sold 
annually, even though anyone 
under 18 or over 65 years of age 
can fish without them, politi- 
cians are hesitant to criticize 
either fish or their pursuers. 
Still, Governor Nelson allowed 
himself an observation. 


“That's a lot of money,” he 
said, “to spend for a legal size 
trout for somebody to catch who 
doesn’t know how to fish any- 
way.” 

Wisconsin maintains 22 hatch- 
eries for the propagation of some 
of the 150 varieties of fish that 
swim in the state’s 8,500 lakes 
or 1,400 trout streams. Some of 
these state-produced fish are 


turned loose to take their chances’ 


when they’re in the fingerling 
stage, but others are fed with the 
taxpayers’ money until they 
(the fish, not the taxpayers) are 
of legal size, writes Robert W. 
Wells in the Christian Science 
Monitor. oye 

It is the latter variety that 
costs the most money. The mus- 
kie, which is the official state 
fish by act of the Legislature, is 
especially expensive. He has a 
voracious appetite. Over the 
years, it has cost the Conserva- 
tion Department an average of 
$29 a pound to raise its muskies, 
but in a bad yéar the figure-has 
climbed to $180

How Can I?

Q. How can I speed up the job 
of whipping some cream?

the line? It's £1 per minute, you 
remind yourself, and then the 
seconds start ticking away. The 
polite formalities are scarcely 
cver before you hear an omin- 
ous “beep, beep, beep.” 

We all know what those beeps 
mean — three minutes have fled 
past. We have conversed nearly 
10 dollars’ worth, yet this con- 
versation has not yet got down 
to brass tacks. Nevertheless, 
firm contact is established, and 
several sets of beeps later, the 
fond farewells can be completed. 
As I said, telephones chalk up a 
tidy profit. 

Perhaps it would be a good 
idea if advance dialogue scripts 
were required from both parties 
before any call could be placed. 
After all, that would prevent 
wasted words and those awk- 
ward pauses when you can't 
think of anything sufficiently 
weighty to say, writes Henry S. 
Hayward in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

But don’t get me~wrong. Do I 
enjoy talking to St. Louis? You 
bet I do — every wandering, un- 
planned moment of it! It’s not 
what you say; it’s hearing the 
voice of a loved one that counts. 

Moreover, we really are for- 
tunate. Officially 49,000 Britons 
will have to wait a long time 
before their phones can be in- 
stalled, and another 106,000 still 
are in the process of getting 
theirs. This is despite the fact 
that 400,000 new phones are in- 
stalled here each year. 

The problem is that the post 
office estimates every new phone 
installed for a new subscriber 
costs about £120: Officials say 
an average of only one or two 
calls per day are made from 
each private phone. as it is. Peo- 
ple will have to do better than 
that, and my family for one is 
cooperating to the utmost to 
bring up the national average. 

Oddly enough Britain is not 
one of the foremost telephone- 
owning nations. In the United 
States, there is a phone for 38 
out of every 100 persons. Here, 
it’s only 14 out of 100, ranking 
this country behind Sweden, 
Canada, Switzerland, New Zea- 
land, Denmark, Australia, and 
Norway, but ahead of West Ger- 
many, Italy has only 6 phones 
per 100 people, but Italy is in- 
stalling new phones faster than 
anyone else.

@ bills come in only every six 
months. However, within the 
next four years, a great effort 
will be made to ensure that 
everyone gets his bill every 
three months instead.

greatest skin divers, all of whom > 


already ‘hold underwater endur- 
ance records, will be chosen by 
Lou Singer, President of Su- 
preme Divers, and his selection 
committee, to participate. Al 
will attempt to shatter the off:- 
cial world record of 101 hours, 
13 minutes presently held by 22- 
year-old Ben Thornton of Port 
Arthur, Texas. 


Throughout the -competition 
twelve qualified safety divers 
and a medical practitioner will 
be in attendance 24 hours daily 
in the event of illness or injury 
te any of the contestants. 


All cf the latter will be re- 
quired to use uniform equip- 
ment of fins, mask, snorkel, 
tank, regulator, depth gauge, 
compass, watch and wet suit 
provided by the sponsors. Three 
oxygen compressors, two to 
serve as emergency units, will 
be especially installed to refi): 
the tanks of skin divers while 
they remain underwater. 


A special glass tank has been 
designed and is being construct- 
ed for this unique competition. 
It will utilize in excess of 15,000 
gallons of water and will contain 
a special filtering unit and heat- 
ing system. . 

While underwater the contes- 
tants will write letters, read 
books, play cards and resort to 
ether recreations and amuse- 
ment to idle away the time 
without expending excessive en- 
ergy. 


Strange Noises 
Puzzle Scientists 


People living in some rural 
of Kent were puzzled not 
ago by what they described 
wm aA of strange and 
found humming noises which they 
eonstantly heard while out walk- 
fing. Others said they heard them 
fm the sky. The cause of the 
sounds remains a mystery. 
Mystery noises of a similar 
kind were reported from parts of 
fiussex about thirty-six years 
ago but went unexplained. In 
areas of the West of England, 
too, continuous humming noises 
heard over a long period before 
(the first world war were never 
satisfactorily explained. 


Some came from a lovely gorge 
which had the reputation of be- 
ing haunted but even the super- 
stitious scoffed at the idea that 


the sounds were caused by 
ghosts. 
. Some of the inexplicable 


noises which have been report- 
ed from abroad at various times 
have seemed to be subterranean. 
Scientific investigation has usual- 
ly failed to account for them. 
They have been heard in Italy, 
Holland and parts of the United 
States. 

In North Georgia is a chain of 
precipitous mountains known as 
the Blue Ridge. There, at many 
different points and in all kinds 
ef weather but invariably to- 
wards evening, sounds described 
as resembling those of distant 
eannon were heard over a num- 
ber of years, but no one ever dis- 
eovered what caused them.

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Stay In School Or 
Live To Regret It 


There is a grim warning to 
teen-agers in the survey of 
school “drop-outs” just complet- 
ed by the United States Depart- 
ment of Labour, They are going 
to have a tougher and tougher 
time getting jobs. Also they will 
earn much less over their life 
spans and job satisfaction will 


be appreciably lower than it © 


might have been with a finished 


“high school education. 


The Labour Department stu- 
died 26,000 students in seven 
widely scattered areas of the 
country. The conclusions of the 
survey. are plain and unequi- 
vocal: Less money; less skilled 
jobs; less rapid advancement, 
greater chances of unemploy- 
ment. 

One of the surprising items 
turned up in the survey is the 
reason most youngsters leave 
school early. It is not economic 
necessity. It is just plain bore- 
dom. In part this may be due 
to the lower IQ's (on the aver- 
age) of those who fail to finish 
high school. 


In Minnesota, a state advisory 
committee on employment of 
youth already, is working om a 
state program to meet the chal- 
lenges of youth employment in 
the 1960s: It is well recognized 
that the untrained and the un- 
skilled will have a much more 
difficult time of it from now on. 
In a highly technological society 
there will be fewer and fewer 
unskilled jobs available. 


The bright side to this picture 
is that the demands for the train- 
ed, the educated, the competent 
promise a good future to almost 
any youngster willing to pre- 

\pare himself. Studies show, in 
tact, that the demand for skilled 
youth will exceed the supply in 
the next decade. 

The warning is plain: Stay in 
school, get a high school ‘diplo- 
ma, go to college if you can, 
make a definite preparation for 
your lifework, This would be 
good advice any time, of course, 
but it is particularly compelling 
in this fast moving, rapidly ad- 
vancihg age in which we live.— 
Minneapolis Star.

The first time Harry Tomp- 
kins rode a horse was almost the 
last. A short, slender 14-year- 
old, growing up in Peekskill, 
N.Y., he cleaned out stalls at a 
local riding academy to earn a 
free ride. ‘I thought you just 
got on and did it,” Tompkins re- 
calls. “ I found out different. 
Afterward, I had to hold my 
pants away from my legs where 
the skin was rubbed raw.” 

But he came back for more 
and last month, as the National 
Finals Rodeo wound up in Dal- 
las, 33-year-old Tompkins, who 
never stepped out of New York 
State until he was 20, was firm'y 
established as the top rodeo 
cowboy in the U.S. With close 
to $35,000 earned in 1960, Tomp- 
kins replaced Oklahoma’s Jim 
Shoulders as the national ali- 
around rodeo champion. ‘Harry,” 
drawled Shoulders, a leathery 
cowpoke, “is the best Yankee I 
ever saw.” 

After his introduction tu 
horses, Tompkins rode every 


chance he found. From cleaning * 


out stalls, he graduated to a job 
on a dude ranch near Peekskill 
and then, in 1947, entered the 
rodeo at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden. “I figured you 
did it just for fun,” he said. “I 
didn’t know you could wis 
money.” 

But Tompkins, without experi- 
ence, won $315 riding bulls and 
decided to try the rodeo circuit. 
In 1948, his first full year of 
competition, he became bull rid- 
ing champion. He repeated in 
1949 and 1950 and, in 1952, won 
the bull riding and bareback 
bronc titles. 

Through his balance (perfect 
ed by tightwire walking) and 
his surprising strength (he 1s 
only 5-foot-8 and 152 pounds), 
Tompkins has gained a reputa- 
tion as the most stylish of bull 
riders. “He thinks faster than 
99 per cent of: us,’ says Bill 
Linderman, who has won almost 
a half million dollars in twenty- 
years at rodeo, But last year, in 
Hutchinson, Kans. Tompkins 
was almost knocked out of ro- 
deoing. Riding a tough bronc, 
he tore a cartilage in his knee 
and had to have it removed sur- 
gically. “You better find some- 
thing else to do,” his doctor ad- 
vised 

Tompkins ignored the advice. 
and enjoyed his finest. year im
